South Bend, Ind.—The Serra 
movement was hailed as one of the 
greatest organizations for laymen 
in the Church by the Most Rev. 
John F. Noll, Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, speaking at the Charter 
Dinner of the Serra Club of South 
Bend on April 23 at the Hotel 
LaSalle. 


The Serra Club of South Bend 
was officially chartered at the din- 
ner by James H. Gavin, promin- 
ent Chicago business man and 
president of Serra International. 
The charter was accepted on be- 
half of the local club by John Y. 
Hinkel, its president. 


Bishop Noll told an audience 
which included many leading Cath- 
olics of the South Bend area of 
the great need for vocations to 
the priesthood to administer to the 
fast-growing Catholic population 
of the United Staes. Parents, in 
particular,-he said, should encour- 
age their sons to think more about 
vocations. 


“Too many parents unwittingly 
are obstructive in this connec- 
tion,” he observed. “Many young 
men think of vocations but find 
their parents not enthusiastic. Par- 
ents are sometimes more interest- 
ed in material things than they 


ncourage, not discourage, their 
sons who want to spend their lives 
serving God in the priesthood.” 

Bishop Noll also called on mem- 
bers of the Serra Club to present 
the truths of the Catholic Church 
to their non-Catholic friends, and 
“to represent the Church credita- 
bly in your personal lives in your 
own community.” . Warning that 
communist, atheistic and other 
God-hating organizations are well- 
organized, well-financed, and ex- 
tremely zealous he observed that 
Serrans should be natural lead- 
ers in opposing falsehood and mis- 
understanding concerning the 
Church with the _ truth, bigotry 
with goodwill, and prejudice with 
charity. 

The Serra Club of South Bend 
was felicitated by Mr. Gavin on 
being the first such club organiz- 
ed in the State of dndiana. It is 
particularly fitting, he added, that 
this club should be in a diocese 
where the Ordinary, Bishop Noll, 
“is so vitally interested in all 
phases of Catholic lay action.”

Churches Marked 
Riots In Bogota 


Communist-Inspired 
Attacks Also Occurred 
Throughout Colombia 


Bogota, —(NC)— Though de- 
tails are still lacking, owing to 
communication difficulties, it has 
now been definitely established 
that the revolutionary disorders 
spread from Bogota to other parts 
of Colombia. As in the capital, 


by the burning and looting of 
churches, convents and other re- 
higious institutions, and by at- 
tacks on Catholic as well as right- 
ist newspapers and publishing 
houses. 

In Medellin, where order was 
quickly restored, the revolution- 
ary mob set fire to the building of 
La Defensa, a daily newspaper of 
Catholic orientation. The Pon- 
tifical Bolivarian University was 
partially ransacked. 


; In Barranquilla, priests and Re- 
ligious were subjected to attacks. 
The Salesian College and the 
Church of St. Nicholas were set on 
fire and sacred chalices profaned. 


_In the capital, where the revolu- 
tionartes burned the cathedral, the 
archiepiscopal residence, the Nun- 
ciature and the Chureh of San 
Francisco, they also attacked the 
Church of che Carmel and the Col- 
lege of the Christian Brothers. 
Both buildings escaped total des- 
truction. The Jesuits are reported 
to have successfully defended their 
‘newly-built college in Chapinero. 


(No confirmation has so far been 
received of a report broadcast by 
National Radio in Bogota and 
heard in Washington, according to 
which “the charred bodies of our 
priests” have been found among 
the victims of the uprising.)

From time to time our Diocesan 
chairmen take the opportunity 5 
yse this column to publicize a mat- 
ter of interest. Today, Mrs. David 
A. Peterson, Catholic Parent Teach- 
er Chairman, sends this news item, 
Do you know what “Summer Round 
Up means”? It is really a project 

romoted by your Parents in the 
Bhool Organization In co-operation 
with the School Nurse. Sometimes 
the organization engages & Doctor 
and a Dentist to come to the school 
on a certain day, convenient for 
the nurse, and notices are sent to 
the parents of children who will 
enter school for the first time and 
ask the parents to bring their chil- 
dren for 2 cursory examination of 
physical and dental work. If there 
is need for follow up work by 
either doctor, the parent takes a 
printed form and goes to his own 
personal physician or dentist and 
has this work done. He then re- 
turns the filled in slip to the school 
nurse when the child enters school. 
This work that is done during the 
summer, is called a summer Round 
up. From various reports, Mrs. 
Peterson believes that many peo- 
ple are under the impression that 
the school health examinations con- 
ducted on a regular scale by the 
nurse is being called “Summer 
Round up.” The Round up ig only 
for the child who is entering school 
for the first time. If he attends 
kindergarten, he will have this 
Round up done before he enters 
first grade in our parochial schools. 
Many children do not attend kinder- 
garten and these are the children 
we examine in our. schools. In 
various parts of the state, these 
examinations vary. In some places, 
the blanks are given to parents 
who take the child directly to their 
own Doctor for the examination, 
at a reduced rate. The blank is 
returned when the work is finished 
and is kept on file in the school.

Our Sunday Visitor was only two years old when Father 
Noll issued a volume of some 500 pages called first “For 
Our Non-Catholic Friends,” and in the second edition “The 
Fairest Argument,” in which he proved the whole Catholic 
system of doctrine and practice by non-Catholic witnesses. 
This book had a wide sale, and was praised on all sides as 
the best then in existence for those not of the faith. 


A year later he began to run a series of instructions in 
the’paper in dialogue form which, after completion, was re- 
duced to a book, named “Father Smith Instructs Jackson.” 


This valume has been a “best seller’ for more than thirty 


years, and today its demand is at its peak. It has undergone 
more than fifty editions of 10,000 copies each, and thous- 
ands of priests have either used it in instructing converts, or 
given a copy to those taking instructions to read in connec- 
tion with the little Catechism whose order it follows. 

“Father Smith Instructs Jackson” is now used for In- 
struction by Correspondence by the Confraternity of Home 
Studies Service, directed by the Rev. Lester J. Fallon, C.M., 
S.T.D., of St. Louis, who assisted Bishop Noll, a few years 
ago, in revising it for that purpose, and in adding to it forty- 
eight pages of questions under six Tests, which are sub- 
divided into two or three parts. 

Those who take the course by correspondence (as 
30,000 non-Catholic service men did in all parts of the world 
during the late war) are expected to answer these questions 
by mail. The service men’s answers were examined by more 
than 600 seminarians at twenty-three Catholic seminaries in 
the United States, and if the answers were satisfactory, a 
letter was sent to the correspondent certifying that he was 
ready for Baptism. The soldier, sailor, marine, or member 
of the Air Force would then carry this to the Catholic 
chaplain. 

Since the close of the war the correspondence course is 
still in great demand. As we write this we are in receipt of 
a letter from one of Father Fallon’s clerks, in which we are 
told that during the previous month more than 1,800 people 
had written for this service of instruction by mail. 


Two years ago we visited Father Fallon’s office, down | 


town in St. Louis, and were amazed to see eight typewriters 


moving rapidly without any typist at the keyboard, answer-. 


ing the questions of many individuals. One lady would 
merely touch a button which would bring to the typewriter 
the correct answer, and thus a dozen questions were an- 
swered in the same letter, as if it were purely personal. The 
same lady operated the five typewriters at great rapidity. 


Taking the hint from a “Socialist Vest Pocket Book of 
Facts,” Father Noll prepared a book which would fit into a 
vestpocket (in those days every man wore a vest) of 250 
pages, set in small type, entitled “Vest Pocket Book of Cath- 
olic Facts.” This also became a best seller until the late war 
when the political and economic systems were changed in 
many countries, and other nations lost their independence. 
Since the book contained much statistical matter relating to 
every country in the world, what was written in the seventh 
edition, for instance, became antiquated. Since so many 
countries, even now, might have another change of govern- 
ment, it is impossible, as yet, to revise the book in order to 
bring it up to date. 


Booklets written by Father Noll as a priest include: 
“Christian Faith Before the Bar of Reason’’; “Is One Relig- 
jon as Good as Another?”’; “Is Papal Infallibility Reason-

Noting that the “organization 
has served its Country with honor 
and distinction for so many years” 
the Archbishop expressed “regret 
as an America® citizen that “this 
Same group of estimable women” 
now take a stand “so at variance 
with the sacred traditions of our 
Country—to be a friend and éharit. 
able neighbor to the needy, the 
oppressed and the afflicted.” 


The D.A.R. had adopted a resolp. 
tion urging that no immigration 
above the present quota system be 
permitted by special legislation, un- 
used quotas or executive order, and 
asserted that “there is growing 
evidence of a determined effort by 
foreign blocs to break down our 
immigration laws.” 


Members of the D.A.R. contend. 
ed their action was prompted by 
their consideration for the protec- 
tion of -all citizens, veterans in 
particular, and to “exclude foreign 
elements imbued with political ide- 
ologies wholly at variance with 
our Constitutional system of gov- 
ernment.” 

Archbishop O’Boyle declared that

“If we fail to accept this chal- 
lenge,” the Archbishop continued, 
“by not rroviding forward looking 
legislation, we will simply an- 
nounce to the world that our great 
history and tradition is but a fable, 
comparable to the propaganda com- 
mon to Communist Russia.” 

Archbishop O’Boyle said a few 
years ago our American people 
read with great sorrow the death 
and casualty lists of “martyrs who 
gave their all for the freedoms 
which we enjoy,” and “these lists 
were filled with the names of sons 
of immigrants which could have 
been characterized as ‘foreiz” 
blocs.’ ”

OW do the differences between

But do not Protestants say they

Oye. but is not sufficient to re- 
gard Christ only as “Savior.” They 
must accept Him as the founder of 
a particular Church, and honor the 
authority Christ placed in it. 
Christ told the Apostles to demand 


that their followers “observe all 
that I have commanded you.” 
(Matt. XVIII, 20). While they 
accept the Bible they allow each 
reader to be his own judge con- 
cerning how this or that passage 
should be interpreted. That does 
not make for unity, but disunity. 
It is that liberty with the Bible, 
that has produced so many differ- 
ent contradictory religions, 

Do not some churchmen main- 
tain that, according to the Catho- 
lic way, people cannot be free to 
believe as they may like to be- 
lieve, that they are, in fact, forced 
to believe and to think entirely 
with their Church? 

Yes, such statements are often 
made, but do you honestly believe 
that man is more free to reject 
the revelation of God than he is 
to reject the multiplication table, 
or the law of gravitation, or any 
other determined fact? Is it a 
privilege to have the right to be- 
lieve error? Did not Christ say:

“You shall know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free”? Did 
not St. Pau’ say: “God wills all 
men to be saved and to come to the 
knowledge of the truth’? 


When the Supreme Court of the 
United States speaks, its decision’ 
becomes law. When God Himself, 
speaks evidently what He declares 
is law and is also the truth and we 
accept it. People do not remain 
out of the Catholic Church because 
it claims the truth, but rather be- 
cause its enemies charge it with 
having gone wrong. But no Chris- 
tian could honestly believe that the 
Charch of Christ went wrong. If it 
did, then Christ, Who promised 
that He would “be with it all days” 
and promised to send the Holy 
Spirit, “to keep it in truth,” would 
not be God.

“Wait a minute,” I answered, 
“how much did you average a week 
last year?” 

“Not more than a hundred a 
week,” he said, “but what’s that 
got to do with it?” 

“How much of that hundred did 
you save every week?” 

“Well, you know, with the kids 
in school, food goin’ up, and taxes, 
I just about broke even—but—” 

I knew I had him then. 

“Look Unk, do you know what 
the average unionized worker in 
this town made last year?” 

“I don’t know, must have been 
plenty.” 


“It was $52.60 a week,” I told 
him, and let him. know where he 
could find a government report 
with the facts. “And those peo- 
ple have kids in school, big food 
bills, and plenty of taxes to pay 
also,” I added. 

“Well, maybe some of them with 
families can’t get along too well, 
but they’ve got to be stopped from 
asking for more money right now 
or inflation will ruin the whole 
country—it’s a case of—” 

“Slow up a minute, beloved 
uncle,” I told him, “and listen to 
a few more choice words from the 
good Pope: 
There is a dictate of nature nore 
imperious and more ancient than 
any bargain between man and 
man, that the remuneration must 
be enough to support the wage- 
earner in reasonable and frugal 
comfort. If through necessity or 
fear of a worse evil, the work- 
man accepts harder conditions be- 
cause an employer or contractor 
will give him no better, he is the 
victim of force and injustice. 

Unk was stumped for a moment. 
The words were so direct and de- 
finite that he couldn’t find a loop- 
hole, and him one of the best loop- 
hole finders in the country. I 
jumped right in with another fact: 
“And look at the man who isn’t 
organized today, why there are 
plenty of store clerks and office 
workers in this town makin’ $30 
to $85 a week, and you know a lot 
of them yourself.” 

“Yeah, they must really have it 
tough,” he said, “but when it’s a 
question of ruining the country— 
what can we do?” 


“We can look to Pope Leo, 
again,” I said, and read some 
more: 


Whoever has received from the 
Divine bounty a large share of 
blessings, whether they be exter- 
nal and corporal, or gifts of the 
mind, has received them for the 
purpose of using them for per- 
fecting his own nature, and, atthe 
same time, that he may employ 
them, as the minister of God’s Pro- 
vidence, for the benefit of others. 

“T begin to see what you mean,” 
said Unk, “but it can’t be done.” 

“Sure,” I said, “you saw in the 
papers where business net profits 
in 1947 reached almost seventeen 
billion, just four times what the 
net was in 1944. Now if some of 
those billions were used for. the 
‘benefit of others,’ as the Pope 
says in that encyclical, then there 
wouldn’t be so many families 
struggling along without meat and 
decént housing.” 

“But what can be done about 
it?” Unk looked unhappy like he 
wanted to go home. 

‘That’s where the strength of 
unions comes in—that’s why Pope 
Leo said they were the most im- 
portant of all economic organiza- 
tions—they can get justice for the 
mass of men.” 

“T don’t know,” said Uncle El- 
mer, and he went home, shaking 
his head.

How 
he must have smiled at the 
thought. Unwittingly they were 
going to confer upon the Apostle 
the favor he craved most of all. 
They were going to unite him with 
Christ; now he would reach the 
eak of that fulfillment of which 
e spoke: “I live, now not I; but 
Christ liveth in me.” 
the words that might well be 
carved upon the cornerstone of the 
majestic temple St. Paul’s Outside 
the Walls, which rises above his 
tomb and into the skies of Rome. 
For in teaching mankind the su- 
preme importance of living for, 
in, and with Christ, St. Paul mark- 
ed out for mankind the unfailing 
pathway that leads to a courage 
that fears no enemies and that 
never dies. 


Thousands of years ago the 
Psalmist declared: “The rd is 
my light and my salvation, whom 
shall I fear?” That has been the 
light by which the saints, proph- 
ets, and holy men and women of 
God in all ages have walked the 
paths of courage, righteousness, 
and honor. Mankind, groping in 
the mists of uncertainty and doubt, 
will find that when they walk in 
that light their vision will become 
clearer, their footsteps surer; and 
in their hearts will echo more 
steadily the music of the iron 
chord of courage. 

“Give me a light,” implores the 
individual struggling with the baf- 
fling confusion and darkness of the 
present hour, “that I may tread 
safely into the unknown.” The 
saints reply: “Go out into the 
darkness, and put your head in the 
hand of God. That shall be to you 
better than a light and safer than 
a known way.” While clasping 
that almighty hand, man will walk 
in the footsteps of the saints, 
guided safely through the laby- 
rinth of a changing and war-torn 
world, by a light that has never 
failed.

Many Catholies do not believe 
in political issues being discussed 
in meetings of Catholic societies. 
But the time has come when it is 
imperative for all to face facts. 
atholic women should wake up. 
They should get into the tide of 
Catholic Action. Perhaps there 
are social opportunities in the next 
room to be enjoyed by refusing to 
listen to a lecture in your parish 
hall, but is it not better to sacrifice 
play momentarily for enlighten- 
ment that will lead to action that 
will insure voting for qualified men 
of our Faith, when such are can- 
didates, that such men, if elected, 
will help to subdue an enemy ail- 
ready overgrown than for us to re- 
main in torpor and permit our peo- 
ple blindly to run into the perils 
of communism? 

A wise person, man or woman, 
studies each candidate for local 
and national offices, weighs all, 
then casts his or her ballot for 
the right person for each office 
and not for the one who brings the 
strongest pressure or pays the 
highest price for a vote. 

Catholic women, you can be pow- 
erful factors in preventing com- 
munism, if you will— 

1. Read Catholic literature, 
know the trend, become conscious 
of current evils that must be com- 
batted. Then study the seekers 
of public office. ind out their 
convictions, whether they are good 
citizens, upholders of morality and 
fair play, anc believers of freedom 
in religious practice. 

2. -Be alert at every turn. This 
means that you will be aware of 
what is going on, the need for bet- 
terment of civic and homelife, and, 
highly important, that you will 
discover whether candidates will 
keep Freedom of Religion a living 
monument in our American Con- 
stitution. 

3. Finally, as Catholic women, 
in prudent word and action we 
should concentrate on protecting 
and spreading the true Catholic 
Faith. Daily Family Prayer will 
give to each the necessary cour- 
age.

U.M.T. But Favors 
Selective Service

hiladelphia — Catholic students 
nhiors rejected UMT by a 2 to 
1 majority here, but then support- 
ed Selective Service legislation, in 
which many will have more than 
an academic interest, by an even 
larger majority. They took these 
actions at the Fifth National Con- 
gress of the National Federation 
of Catholic College Students, 
which drew approximately 1,000 
delegates from Catholic schools 
across the nation. 

The campus men and -women 
also decided to continue the Stu- 
dent Relief Campaign, through 
which $150,000 was raised for 
needy students overseas during 
the past year. Primary relief ob- 
jective for the coming year will 
be the provision of assistance to 
refugee students in Western Eur- 
ope and to the students of the 
Far East, it was voted. 


With an eye cocked at their eld- 
ers, the Catholi¢ students asked 
Federal legislation for admission 
of DP’s, especially students, and 
pledged the Federation’s active 
support to efforts to resettle refu- 
gee students in this country. They 
resolved to establish summer re- 
habilitation camps for students in 
Europe, and to set up “reconstruc- 
tion brigades” to work across the 
seas in rebuilding war-devastated 
schools, 


Charles Hogan, 20-year-old 
Coast Guard veteran and sopho- 
more at Xavier University, Cin- 
cinnati, is new NFCCS President; 
Tom Brickley, St. Vincent’s Col- 
lege, Latrobe, Pa., first vice-presi-

The NFCCS delegates held the 
muror up to American society and 
to themselves as they pursued the 
Congress theme, “The Student’s 
Responsibility in the Community.” 

In the keynote address, the Rev. 
John Courtney Murray, 8.J., of 
Woodstock College, Md., former 
editor of America, said that the 
absence of the Church from the 
mainstream of American life, and 
especially from the life of our 
great universities, has proved dis- 
astrous, and was one of the fac- 
tors leading to the recent victory

and serve God and neighbor” from 
17 per cent, “To make money and 
improve myself” from 35 per cent, 
and a vaguely humanitarian “To 
help society” from 48 per cent, she 
explained. 


Only 30 per cent of those polled 
referred to Christ Himself as the 
dynamic underlying force in an- 
swering the question, “What do 
you understand by Christian edu- 
cation?” Miss Burns said. Asked 
if they had an ultimate goal to- 
ward which their studies and work 
were aimed, only 85 ged cent said 
yes, she reported, and of this pro- 
portion only 55 per cent acknowl- 
edged heaven as that goal. 


In a resolution which was the 
Congress’ reaction to these figures, 
the NFCCS decided to hold a 
summer workshop for officers at 
which would be vlanned an orien- 
tation program to aid in correcting 
this “unconscious denial of Christ 
and the life of grace in our daily 
lives as Christians.” A full study 
on the poll was promised for pub- 
lication this summer. 


The spirited debate on the two 
preparedness resolutions was led 
by Jack O’Leary, Manhattan Col- 
lege; John Stanley, Villanova Col- 
lege; Jack Cunningham, of Loyola 
College, Los Angeles; Richard 
Espinosa, La Salle College; Joe 
Pitkin, DePaul University; and 
Yvonne Boudreau, Nazareth Col- 
lege, Kalamazoo, Mich. 


Mr. O’Leary supported the reso- 
lution on the draft, which included 
a provisio that Congréss re-ex- 
amine the need for Selective Ser- 
vice annually, because he saw 
danger that hasty training in case 
of war would lead to countless un- 
necessary fatalities. Mr. Stanley, a 
American veteran of RAF service 
in World War II, argued vehe- 
mently that Catholics in America, 
outspoken in their condemnation 
of Communism, must be willing to 
support their opinions with deeds. 


Mr. Espinosa said that Selective 
Service was a part of the Western 
World’s mistaken belief that it can 
stop an idea by force. He called 
for a rejuvenation of America’s 
Christian ideals as the answer to 
Communism and emphasized the 
conditions laid down by Our Lady 
at Fatima in regard to the conver- 
sion of Russia. 


In another resolution which 
evoked lively interest, the Con- 
gress went on record as favoring 
a policy of non-discrimination in 
admissions to Catholic schools, de- 
claring: “We who profess to be 
Catholics and Americans believe 
that among those rights belonging 
to all, regardless of race or color, 
is that of equal opportunity in 
education.” , 


James E. Dougherty, of St. 
Joseph’s College, Philadelphia, 
out-going NFCCS president, re- 
ported on the recent Pax Romana 
meeting in Belgium, and his rec- 
ommendations in regard to close 
liaison between the Catholic world 
student group and the NFCCS 
were accepted by the delegates.

Socialism Paves 
Communism’s 
Way, Says Taylor 


Radio Commentator 
Tells N. D. Students 
it Has Been Failure 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Rather than 
a bulwark against Communism, as 
many claim, socialism actual! 
paves the way for it, Henry } 
Taylor, well-known newspaper 
writer, author and radio commen- 
tator told students and faculty 
members April 26 in a talk at 
the University of Notre Dame. 
In his talk, broadcast to the 
nation over a national network, 
Mr. Taylor declared that he, him- 
self, would immediately become a 
socialist if he had ever, in his 
travels throughout the world, seen 
socialism bring more and better 
things to more people; improve 
the living of ordinary folks or 
strengthen their safety or secur- 
ity. 

“But I have never seen it do 80 
anywhere,” he added. “One of our 
most tragic misconceptions about 
Europe is that the socialist gov- 
ernments over there are a protec- 
tion for the people against com- 
munism. 

“Millions all over the world are 
broken by the machinery of mo- 
dern government and the social- 
ists have done much of the break- 
ing. Where there is a strong com- 
munist party, the socialist proce- 
dure of nationalization and politi- 
cal control of a country simply 
sets up and creates the ideal situ- 
ation for the communists to take 
over.” 


Mr. Taylor, who recently com- 
pleted a 5,000 mile automobile trip 
through England and 11 European 
countries, branded as false the 
whole idea that through socialism, 
the public can be maintained by 
an association known as govern- 
ment. The idea whirls around a 
great illusion, he said, that the 
free field of human endeavor can 
be destroyed while social demo- 
cracy is preserved. : 


“The modern democratic state 
has been associated with the free 
field of endeavor and with that 
only,” he continued. 

“First, people take the social- 
ists because they like them better 
than the communists. Then the 
communists take the socialists and 
the party is over. Dictatorship is 
in the saddle. That’s history. 
Socialism simply does slowly what 
communism does quickly. 

“What we want in our country 
is the dictatorship by the millions 
instead of by the few.” 

In business, Mr. Taylor said 
that the customer must always be 
the boss; in government, he add- 
ed, the people must rule by indi-« 
vidual judgment collectively ex- 
pressed and that the farmer ard 
the worker must both be free, 
rather than ruled by a bureaucrat 
chief in the governments. He con- 
tinued: © 

“That's what we've had since 
our republic was founded. And 
against all the siren songs of so- 
cialism, that’s what we must be 
determined to maintain, or our 
freedom is gone.” 

As a correspondent during the 
war, Mr. Taylor traveled more 
than 150,000 miles, covering every 
major fighting front and talking 
with most military and govern- 
ment leaders. He was the last 
American out of Nazi Germany 
after Hitler declared war on the 
United States, and one of the 
first to return when the war was 
over,

equally true where religion is 
concerned. 


Why, I could sit here and think 
up a religion that would make 
everybody feel wonderful: We’d do 
away with the Ten Commandments 
first of all; then there’d be no sin; 
then we’d do away with hell and 
say that everybody’s going to 
heaven no matter what he does or 
how he lives. It would be a mar- 
vellously comfortable religion to 
belong to. But it would be a joke, 


would join up. Why? Because we 
know that, like it or not, there are 
Ten Commandments; like it or not, 
there is a hell; there is a Golden 
Rule, and so on for all the truths 
found in God’s revelation. 


Let’s not be mistaken: Religion 
is the field for logic and straight 
thinking. As far as religion Is con- 
cerned, our feelings are only the 
frosting on the cake. Sometimes 
the frosting’s there and sometimes 
it’s not. But the important thing 
is the cake. And all the icing in 
the world can’t change a bad cake 
into a good cake. 


The trouble is that it’s very 
often hard to arrive at truth in 
religious matters. Our feelings get 
in the way. We get entangled in 
our emotions and our affections. 
And, of course, embracing the 
truth, once we've found it, can 
mean a drastic change in the cir- 
cumstances of our daily life. 

No man worked harder to reach 
religious certainty than John 
Henry Newman. For almost fif- 
teen years he floundered in a mo- 
rass of doubt and anxiety. 

He was a great man, a genius, 
really, a professor at one of Eng- 
land’s finest universities and vicar 
of the, University Church. Sunday 
after Sunday he preached to 
crowds of students and instruc- 
tors, sermons that have long since 
been published and recognized as 
masterpieces. And yet in his pre- 
paration for those sermons, in his 
endless reading of history and 
theology, he became increasingly 
uneasy. Doubts and anxieties as- 
sailed his mind. Was this the 
faith of Christ he was preaching, 
or was he, perhaps, mistaken? 

It was about this time that he 
took a vacation in Euro a Voy- 
age through the Mediterranean 
Sea. He was only thirty-one—a 
thin, frail, intellectual man, more 
soul than body, it seemed to those 
who knew him. While he was in 
Sicily, he came down with a fever; 
in his delirium, he kept saying 
over and over again to himself, “I 
have not sinned against the light 
. +. I have not sinned against the 
light.” Of course he hadn’t. No 
man was ever more sincere than 
John Henry Newman!

Ocean freight paid since Dec. 3, 
is in process of being reembursed 
by the U. S. State Department in 
the amount of $64,880.40. Thus 
live Animal Relief is shipped over- 
seas on policy of aid to the most 
needy people. 160 live animals 
in relief just sent to Italy cost 
some $110 per animal for ship- 
ping overseas. Italy offers to pay 
and incidentals—to an aver- 
age of $2500 per shipment. Sea 
Going Cow Boys are now volun- 
teers as relief cattle attendants on 
board ship, as by the Heifer for 
Relief P de: rig fag ; Ship- 
ping of goats in live relief is now 
a of the HPC program, in 
the National Catholic Rural 
Life. Conference also participates. 
Recently the goat relief fund stood 
at $6,044.98. 


Mr. Wood and Mr. Getz of HPC 
are now in Denmark to purchase 
$40,000.00 worth of live cattle in 
relief to send to Poland. The Dan- 
ish government inspector sets a 

rice on the animal and HPC can 

y it at that set price or refuse 
to buy it. The Polish Vice-Con- 
sul in New York asks Heifer Pro- 
ject committee to take responsibil- 
ity to send horses as well as cat- 
tle to families in Poland with all 
costs to be cared for by Polish 
American groups. UNRRA for- 
merly did this form of service. 
Many communities in Poland have 
only one horse surviving. Horse 
rentals per day are exorbitant, ap- 
proximately 1,000 zloties per day 
or the equal of six days human in- 
come or salary. 


For Germany: 100 head of re- 
lief cattle are being made ready 
by HPC to sail for Germany on 
June 1 and another 100 head for 
July 1. The very first live animal 
to go to Germany in relief is listed 
as from George Graig, Nappanee, 
Indiana. Possibilities loom to get 
cattle in relief into a city dairy 
in Hannover, Germany. 

For Japan: The army will move 
2000 live goats in relief to Japan 
for us, if we can get the goats. 


|| First shipment is set to leave on 


the “Great Republic.” 300 live 
goats in relief would be sent every 
15 days. The army asks that 
Brown Swiss cattle also be sent. 

Tenure: The HPC program is 
voted to continue in operation as 
a Rural Relief Overseas Agency 
at least until Dec. 31, 1949.
